Man Loses Limb 
In Freak Accident 


A man lost his right arm at noon 
Wednesday while loading a bulldozer 
on a flat-bed trailer .2 miles south of 
South Bloomfield. 


Phildon Cremeans, 46, Columbus, 
was attempting to load the dozer when 
it began to slip. He tried to jump free 
but was struck as the dozer fell off the 
trailer and turned over. 


Cremeans’ right arm was caught as 
the dozer landed on it. The impact 
severed the limb at the shoulder. 
Lt. D. S. Kohn and Ptl. C. W. Cub­ 
bison from the nearby State Highway 
Patrol Station rushed to the scene and 


began an attempt to save the arm. 
Assisted by Pickaway County Sheriff’s 
Deputy J. Philip Brown, the officers 
retrieved the arm from the wreckage 
and packed it in ice. 
Cremeans was taken to Berger 
Hospital by the Harrison Township 
Emergency Squad. Deputy Brown 
followed later with the severed arm 
but hospital authorities said this 
morning that no attempt was made to 
reattach it. 
A spokesman for the hospital also 
said today that Cremeans is in “good” 
condition and was sitting up this 
morning. 
Laos To Request 
U.S. Aid Pullout 


VIENTIANE, Laos (AP) - The U.S. 
Embassy said today that Americans 
detained in Savannakhet for nine days 
by student demonstrators were flown 
to Thailand aboard U.S. Air Force 
planes. 
Twelve Americans, most of them 
employes of the U.S. Agency for 
International Development, and six 
other foreigners had been held under 
loose house arrest in Savannakhet. 
The Communist-dominated Laotian 
government said today it has decided 
to ask Washington to pull the agency 
out of I.aos and hand over all aid ma­ 
terial in the country. 
The spokesman, Deputy Information 
Minister Ouday Savannavong, said his 
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Warm and humid, with showers and 
thundershowers likely today, high 
near 90. Partly cloudy tonight and 
Friday, low tonight, low 60s. High 
Friday, mid 80s. Probability of 
precipitation, 70 per cent today and 20 
per cent tonight and tomorrow.

government still wants American 
economic assistance with “no strings 
attached.” 
Although no plans for the evacuation 
of the 1,000 Americans still in Laos 
were announced yet by the U.S. Em­ 
bassy, one American official said 
families of American government 
employes have been told to be ready to 
leave the country by Friday. 
The government decision to end the 
American aid program followed two 
weeks of antiAmerican 
demon­ 
strations in Vientiane, Luang Prabang 
and Savannakhet, on the Mekong river 
in southeast Laos. Students demanding 
the expulsion of all AID personnel have 
been the leaders of the demonstra­ 
tions. 
Troops of the Communist Pathet Lao 
are 
keeping 
several 
hundred 
Americans virtually prisoner in a U.S. 
housing settlement four miles outside 
Vientiane. Inside the city, about 200 
students have been occupying the AID 
compound since Monday and are 
holding two U.S. Marine guards and an 
American civilian prisoner. 
Ouday said the cabinet was “really, 
seriously concerned” about the 
takeover of the AID compound in 
Vientiane and “will make every effort 
to avoid trouble in the compound.” 
He said two cabinet ministers met 
twice with the students Wednesday but 
were unable to end the demonstration. 
Ouday added that there was no new 
word from Savannakhet, and “the 
government is greatly concerned 
about the fate of the Americans.” 
Pathet Lao troops entered the town on 
Tuesday, and on Wednesday Interior 
Minister Phong Phonsavan flew there 
to try to get the foreigners out. The 
Americans reported earlier that they 
had not been harmed and were in no 
danger. 
The agitation against the American 
presence in Laos began after the 
leading rightist members of the 
Laotian coalition government and the 
rightist commanders of the Laotian 
armed forces resigned under pressure 
from the Communist Pathet Lao, 
leaving the Communists in control. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio’s 
natural gas shortage may be even 
worse than depicted by Gov. James A. 
Rhodes in a speech to a joint session of 
the legislature, a Republican leader 
says. 


Sen. Michael J. Maloney, R-7 Cir*'* 
cinnati, commended the governor for 
appearing Wednesday before the 
lawmakers to stress the severity of the 
crisis. 
But he said industries throughout the 
state may not suffer alone from 
pending curtailments of up to 60 per 
cent by Ohio’s major natural gas 
suppliers. 


“He (the governor) didn’t say so, but 
I think we may be looking for the first 
time at residential curtailments,” said 
Maloney, the Republican leader of the 
Senate. He indicated he had no private 
information on the situation but ad­ 
ded: “I’m satisfied it may be coming.” 


Rhodes’ 20-minute speech to the 
lawmakers, in which he plugged 
especially hard for enactment of an 
administration bill creating an Ohio 
Energy 
Development 
Authority, 
generally was well received by Re­ 
publicans and Democrats alike. 
But some leaders said it was 
sobering as well. “He laid it right out, 
it was a good speech,” said House 
Speaker Vernal G. Riffe Jr., D-89 New 
Boston, who said he wants to move 
ahead swiftly on the Rhodes’ bill or a 
similar Democratic measure in the 
Senate. “We’re going to pass one or the 
other,” the speaker added. 
Senate Majority Leader Oliver 
Ocasek, D-27 Akron, said the GOP 
governor’s speech “was one of his 
better ones, well documented well 
thought out.” However, Ocasek said it 
was in deference to Republican 
requests that the Senate already has 
not acted on the Democratic Senate 
bill. He said it was being rescheduled 
for a floor vote next Wednesday as part 
of an agreement to let Rhodes “make 
his pitch.” 
The governor, somber in a light blue 
sport coat and dark trousers, drew 
intermittent applause as he skipped in 
and out of his prepared text. But he 
stressed several times that the bill he 


wants passed would: enable the state 
to move ahead immediately to help 
industries switch from natural gas to 
coal; launch a full scale drilling effort 
to recover shale gas in the Appalachia 
area; help industries to develop better 
conservation methods, and construct 
more oil storage facilities. 
“The tools to meet these goals are 
included in our proposal ... but we 
must move quickly.” He noted that the 
conversion of industrial boilers to coal 
promises the best short range relief 


but said the change “will require new 
equipment which will take months to 
obtain and install.” 
Rhodes told the lawmakers “if this 
bill is not enacted within the next three 
or four weeks, industries will not have 
enough lead time to change to coal be­ 
fore winter ... if we do not meet the 
urgent challenge in these difficult 
days, many more of Ohio’s working 
people will face a bleak future of 
unemployment compensation and, ul­ 
timately, welfare.” 


The 
65-year-old, 
three-term 
governor drew his biggest round of 
applause when he scored the federal 
government for refusing to permit 
natural gas to flow within the state in 
interstate pipelines not being used to 
full capacity. He said he plans to 
confer with the attorney general on the 
possibility of legal action. 
“We’ve got to have natural gas, and 
if we have to go to court and sue the 
federal government, we’ll do it,” he 
said.

If membership figures are correct 
the state plans to open negotiations 
June 2 with a union representing 
prison workers on strike at three Ohio 
penal facilities. 
State officials tentatively accepted 
figures Wednesday which the Ohio 
Civil Service Employes Association 
claims gives it the right to represent 
state corrections workers. 
The strike is in its second week and 
picket lines continued near three 
prisons. 
Pickets posted Wednesday at a 
fourth prison, the Lebanon Correc­ 
tional Institution, were withdrawn 
after a few hours when all guards 
reporting for work crossed the line. 
Supt. William Dallman said three 
guards were home sick and two had 
excuses. 
“I assume their motivation was to 
try and spread the guard strike,” 
Dallman said of the picketing. “We 
knew it was coming though, and by the 
time they arrived we had enough 
people already inside to run the 
place.” 
Other pickets carried strike signs at 
the Southern Ohio Correctional 
Facility, a maximumsecurity prison at 
Lucasville; the Chillicothe Correc­ 
tional Institution and the Marion Cor­ 
rectional Institution. 
Union and state leaders met Wed­ 
nesday and Thomas Daugherty, an 
OCSEA union leader, claimed the 
OCSEA had enough members to 
become bargaining agent for the 
prison employes. 
State officials, who set 945 as the 
minimum union membership required 
for recognition, tentatively accepted 
union claims of almost 1,000 members.

“There’s a lot less baggage, a 
helluva lot!” says Plaxen, whose 
Skinny Dip Tours has grown to a full­ 
time job he now follows closely from 
beginning to end. 
“I returned from a cruise one year 
with just my valise and it contained a 
State Senate Set To Pass Bargaining Bill 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Majority 
Democrats, with votes to spare, ex­ 
pected to complete Senate passage 
today of a major bill that makes 
sweeping changes in laws covering 
collective bargaining for public em­ 
ployes. 
One of the more important measures 
before this year’s legislature, the bill 
repeals Ohio’s embattled Ferguson 
Act and permits public employes — 
except for police, firemen, and prison 
guards — to strike legally to support 
their demands for the first time. 
Illegal work stoppages last year at 
prisons and mental hospitals, some of 
which have recurred in recent days, 
gave impetus to the measure, although 
both parties already had given it a top 
priority tag. 


Minority Republicans, who offered 
legislation to establish bargaining 
procedures and make other changes in 
the present system, deplored the 
Democratic version on several fronts, 
including a provision that could 
require union membership as a 
condition of employment. 


The measure came out of the Senate 
Commerce and Labor Committee 
Tuesday on a strict 6-3 party line vote. 


In Wednesday’s developments, Gov. 
James A. Rhodes made a rare ap­ 
pearance before a joint session of the 
lawmakers, calling on them to act on 
pending legislation he said can help 
Ohio deal with natural gas shortages 
and other energy problems. Leaders, 
including Democats, generally lauded 


Rhodes’ speech and said they intend to 
move ahead with the legislation. The 
Senate plans a vote on one bill next 
Wednesday. 


The House debated at length and 
then by an 84-9 vote sent to the Senate a 
bill lowering the parimutuel tax on 
horse racing. The measure also lets 
the racing commission grant 30-day 
winter meetings at tracks with winter 
facilities for spectators, and provides a 
one-half of one per cent tax credit for 
tracks making capital improvements 
costing $100,000 or more. 


Sponsoring Rep. Harry J. Lehman, 
D-16 Shaker Heights, said the tracks 
need the tax break as a result of in­ 
flation outing sharply into their oper­ 
ating revenues. Rep. James T. Luken, 


D-24 Cincinnati, disputed the claim. He 
noted that River Downs in Cincinnati 
has been sold three times in the last 
eight years — the first time for about 
$3 million, later for nearly $6 million, 
and more recently for more than $7 
million. “That’s not the record of a 
loser,” Luken said. 


The House bogged down in debate 
and then returned to a committee a 
measure that would permit the State 
Medical Board to license physicians’ 
assistants. 


Action was deferred until Thursday 
on three other measures requiring 
dead bolt locks in new apartments, 
exempting antique cars from in­ 
spection requirements, and retaining 
deputy motor vehicle registrars at 


least six months after the start of a 
new administration. 
Among new bills introduced in the 
House were proposals to register 
bicycles and add IO additional judges 
to the Cuyahoga County Common 
Pleas Court. 


The Senate approved 30-0 and sent to 
the House a measure that permits 
county commissioners to assist in the 
establishment and operation of health 
districts. 
Among new bills introduced in the 
Senate were proposals to require only 
one license plate on motor vehicles in 
Ohio, instead of the present two, and 
eliminate a requirement for liquor 
permit holders to post signs warning 
minors of liquor law age limits.

Syria has agreed to a sun>rising six- 
month extension of the United Nations 
buffer force on the Golan Heights, 
prolonging its life until Dec. I. 
Egypt in late April agreed to an 
extension of only three months in the 
mandate for the U.N. force in the Sinai 
Desert, and Syria was reported plan­ 
ning to agree to only two months for 
the troops on its frontier. Both man­ 
dates then would have come up for 
renewal in late July. 
But the Syrian Ambassador to the 
United Nations, Haissam Kelani, 
notified Secretary-General 
Kurt 
Waldheim on Wednesday that his 
government agrees the mandate 
should be prolonged again for the usual 
six months. 
Waldheim notified the Security 
Council that Israel also was in favor of 
a six-month extension. No opposition is 
expected when the council meets next 
week to vote the extension. 
The force consists of 1,198 troops, 
most of them from Austria, Canada, 
Peru and Poland. 
Observers at U.N. headquarters 
speculated that the Syrians did not 
want to introduce a complicating 
factor at the renewal of the Arab- 
Fighting 
Breaks Out 
In Lebanon

Palestinian guerrillas and the 
private army of Lebanon’s right-wing 
Phalangist party fought isolated street 
clashes today as a nationwide strike 
crippled commerce for a second 
straight day. 
Machine-gun and mortar fire was 
reported in several areas of Beirut, 
center of the new outbreak between the 
Moslem Palestinians and the Christian 
Phalangists that began Tuesday. 
Police said four persons were 
wounded in one outbreak of shooting 
when a shopkeeper refused to heed the 
strike, called by the Palestinians and 
leftist political parties. 
Police say 17 persons have been 
killed and more than 80 wounded. 
The 
guerrillas 
accused 
the 
Phalangists of bomb attacks on 
refugee camps in Beirut suburbs and 
threatened “violent armed action if 
the Phalangists continue their ex­ 
cesses.” 
The guerrilla leadership claimed the 
Phalangists were “trying to engender 
a rift against the Palestinians in 
Lebanon in order to liquidate them.” 
WAFA, 
the 
Palestinian 
news 
agency, charged the Phalangists, 
Lebanon’s strongest party with 65,000 
members, were “planning a Black 
September” to crush the guerrillas 
and expel them from Lebanon.

SHELBYVILLE, Ind. (AP) - Five 
prisoners escaped from the Shelby 
County jail Wednesday. All five were 
picked up by police for loitering about 
an hour later. However, the escape had 
not been discovered, and four of the 
men were turned loose. 
The five were identified as Thomas 
J. Wilson, 23, Indianapolis; James E. 
Gay Jr., 28, Rt. I, Fairland; Raymond 
Austin, 27, Morristown; Phillip G. 
Gilles, 18, Waynesville, Ohio, and 
Jefferson R. Griffin, 23, Rushville. 
Shelbyville Police Sgt. David Hardin 
picked them up for loitering at the 
intersection of Interstate 74 and 
Indiana 44 on the eastside of 
Shelbyville at 12:50 a.m. 
A computer check showed Wilson 
was wanted in Marion County on 
traffic and burglary charges. He was 
sent to Indianapolis. 
The computer cleared the others, 
and they were freed. 
Gilles was arrested later walking on 
a downtown Shelbyville street. 
The others remain at large.

Rita Lester, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Roy Lester of Lebanon, died 
shortly after 6 p.m. at Bethesda North 
Hospital in Cincinnati. 
Deputies said Miss Lester was at­ 
tempting to swim across the Little 
Miami River at Foster’s Bridge, six 
miles south of Lebanon, about 5 p.m. 
Tuesday when she went under. 
She was pulled into a boat, revived 
then taken to the hospital, deputies 
said.

Iran Seeking 
3 Slayers 
O f Americans 


TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — The Iranian 
government says it knows the iden­ 
tities of three terrorists who killed two 
U.S. Air Force colonels and is hunting 
for them. 
“No action will be spared to find the 
murderers and bring them to justice,” 
the government pledged. 
The government said police have 
identified three Marxist guerrillas who 
stopped the Americans’ car on Wed­ 
nesday, shot the unarmed officers to 
death, scattered leaflets and drove 
away. 
The officers — Col. Paul R. Shaffer 
Jr., 45, of Bryan, Ohio, and Lt. Col. 
Jack J. Turner, 45, of Christopher, 111. 
— were on their way to work at an 
Iranian military base southeast of 
Tehran. They were attached to the big 
American military advisory mission in 
Iran. 
Shah Mohammed Reza Pahlevi 
expressed his sympathy to the families 
of the victims. The shah was informed 
of the slayings as he returned several 
hours afterward from a visit to the 
United States, Mexico and Venezuela. 
An anonymous woman telephone 
caller who said she spoke for a 
guerrilla group called the Iranian 
People’s Warriors Association said the 
killings were in retaliation for the 
“ execution 
of 
nine 
Iranian 
revolutionaries in prison last month.” 
Since the shah is “a stooge of the 
Americans, we therefore m urder 
Americans,” she added. 
The government said the nine 
prisoners were machine-gunned by 
police as they tried to escape from a 
prison bus moving them from one 
prison to another one. 
A Marxist underground has been 
active in Iran since 1970, and about 200 
of its members have been killed in 
battles or executed. 
The State Department said it was 
“deeply disturbed” by the slayings. 
“We deplore and condemn this 
terrorist act of calculated brutality 
against American personnel assigned 
to duties in a country with which we 
enjoy close and friendly relations,” the 
statement said.

“The area wide nature of the 
problem and the significance of 
Kentucky’s contribution is further 
emphasized by Kentucky monitoring 
data which shows violations of the air 
quality standard in Kentucky as well 
as Cincinnati during 1973,” the letter 
said.

Regulations 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - Six 
Ohio-based 
tire 
m anufacturers 
Wednesday requested a court ruling on 
the validity of federal uniform tire 
quality grading regulations issued ear­ 
lier in the day. 
The regulations came from the 
National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration of the U.S. Department 
of Transportation. 
Attorneys representing Firestone, 
Goodrich, Goodyear, General, Cooper 
and Mansfield tire manufacturers filed 
a joint petition in the 6th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals because the firms 
“do not feel the standards comply with 
criteria set forth by the National 
Traffic and Motor Vehicles Safety Act 
of 1966,” attorney P.F. McCartan said. 
“Instead of assisting the consumer 
to make an informed choice in the 
purchase of tires,” he said, “the 
regulations as they have now been 
issued will actually confuse and mis­ 
lead the consumer.” 
The six manufacturers now will ask 
the NHTSA to delay the effective date 
after 1976 of the standards, he said, 
pending the court’s determination of 
their validity.

Most Happy Feller 


NEW YORK — In these days of 
bloated bonuses and astronomical 
salaries for sports stars, it was 
refreshing to listen to the eternally 
young old-timer Bob Feller, who was 
here in New York the other day on one 
of his endless business and baseball 
goodwill trips. The Cooperstown, N.Y., 
Hall of Fame resident actually resides 
at Chagrin Falls, Ohio, but harbors no 
chagrin over What Might Have Been. 
“I got a bonus when I started,” he 
recalled. “It was a beat-up baseball 
autographed by the members of the 
Cleveland Indians. Cy Slapnicka, the 
general manager of the Indians gave it 
to me. It was a thrill to get it. I was 17 
11 
It was a break, Feller now feels, that 
there was no exchange of money 
between the Indians and his father, the 
Van Meter, Iowa, farmer who had 
raised his son to be a great sports star. 
“Otherwise, the Iowa High School 
Athletic Association would have made 
Van Meter High give back the award 
we had won in basketball,” said Bob. 
But, just the same, Judge Kenesaw M. 
Landis didn’t like the aroma of 
Slapnicka’s approach to young Feller, 
and fined the Cleveland Indians $7,500. 
If Feller had been declared a free 
agent at that point in his luminous 
career he might have become an in­ 
stant millionaire, as Catfish Hunter 
and Joe Namath have demonstrated is 
possible in a latter day. Instead, Feller 
first went to work behind the hot dog 
counter at the old Cleveland ballpark, 
and sweated out being sent to pitch for 
the Cleveland farm team at Fargo, 
N.D., for $75 a month. 
By that time he had long since 
become involved in the economics of 
baseball. On Oct. 28,1928, when he was 
five days short of being IO, his father 
took him to Des Moines to see his first 
game involving big league stars. The 
Babe Ruths vs. the Lou Gehrigs were 
barnstorming. Young Feller bought a 
baseball autographed by both of the 
immortals he was destined to join in 
the Hall of Fame. He bought it with his 
own money. Five dollars. 
“I saved it up,” he told us. “I got IO 
cents for every pair of gopher feet I 
delivered to the farmers around Van 
Meter. Those rodents were killing out 
alfalfa crop. I was a lucky kid, really, 
looking back. I saw what was called 
the first nightball game. In 1934, my 
father and I stood in line for hours to 
get into the bleachers of the old St. 
Louis ballpark to see Dizzy Dean beat 
the Tigers. I pitched thee first night 
game in the American League, a one- 
hitter against the Tigers. Earl Averill, 
who had just been traded by Cleveland 
to Detroit, got the hit. I pitched a no- 
hitter against the White Sox on opening 
day, 1940. Nobody on the Chicago team 
lost a point in their batting averages.”

He was sent in 
as a relief pitcher in a game the

Washington. He worked an inning and 
frightened the dickens out of the 
Washington batters he faced. He had 
what looked to them to be a crazy bent- 
elbow kind of delivery' and he was 
wilder than the Old West. The more 
conservative Washington hitters 
retreated to the back of the batter’s 
box. I made a prediction that he’d 
never last long in the game; that 
someday in the near future his arm 
would fall off. 
He lasted somewhat longer. At the 
age of 20, he won 24 games. At age 22 
he had won 109 (the nearest to that was 
Babe Ruth’s 82 at that same age of 
development). World War II cut four 
years out of his prime time as a pit­ 
cher, but he came back after that 
seeming eternity to win 26 in 1946 and 
be given credit for winning the All Star 
Game. 
“I won 266 games, all told,” he said, 
“Lost 162. I struck out 2,550, the only 
record I have left. Lots of people think 
I would have won 25 a year during 
those four years I was in the Navy. 
Maybe, but that still would have left 
me far short of Walter Johnson’s 
American League record of 414. I 
probably could have struck out a 
thousand hitters during that 4-year 
period and pitched a few more no- 
hitters . . . but I don’t have any gripes. 
Ted Williams was out of action longer 
than I was.”

Grocery 
Prices Rise 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Grocery 
prices reversed a two-month downturn 
and helped push over-all consumer 
prices up six-tenths of a per cent in 
April, the government reported 
Wednesday. 
The April increase was double that 
of March and the biggest increase 
since January when retail prices also 
rose six-tenths of a per cent. But the 
increase still was far below the typical 
monthly increases of inflationary 1974, 
when the annual rate was 12.2 per cent. 
The White House had said it did not 
expect the lower March rate to con­ 
tinue. The April increase was in line 
with the administration’s forecast of 
an annual inflation rate of about 6 or 7 
per cent this year. 
Retail prices over the past three 
months have risen at a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate of 5.8 per cent. 
During the same three-month period in 
1974, retail prices rose at an adjusted 
annual rate of 11.8 per cent.

NEW YORK (AP) — Interest rates 
are falling, the rate of price rises is 
slowing, consumer confidence seems 
to be strengthening, and the economy 
in general appears to be correcting 
some of its major imbalances. 
What’s missing, and its absence is 
obvious when you dwell upon it, is the 
proverbial collective sigh of relief that 
the worst is over. There are no cel­ 
ebrations in Washington, in academia, 
in the offices of industry, in union 
halls. 
It is understandable why workers 
aren’t happy; at 8.9 per cent, the rate 
of unemployment remains at a rate 
close to double that which we expect to 
prevail when times are good. And the 
rate isn’t expected to decline quickly. 
Neither do you have to be told again 
why the automotive people are upset; 
they’ve had one sales disappointment 
after another, the latest being the 
steady passage of May without even a 
hint of the usual springtime sales rally. 
Less obvious is the reason why 
others, 
from 
consumers up to 
presidential advisers, aren’t ready to 
sit back, relax and enjoy the coming 
recovery. 
The most plausible explanation for 
the lack of enthusiasm is that a good 
many people are looking beyond the 
latter part of 1975 and they don’t like 
what they see: Many of the same 
problems we’ve just come through. 
That is, they fear a return to in­ 
flation, to higher interest rates and 
perhaps even shortages, the most 
serious possibility in that category 
being a lack of capital to finance in­ 
dustry’s expansion. 
A lot of people hear of the impending 
capital 
shortage 
without 
com­ 
prehending its significance. But if 
there is insufficient capital to finance 
business and government, the whole 
economy could stagnate. 
Somewhere between $25,000 and 
$50,000, depending upon the industry, 
is necessary to create a job, and L. 
William Seidman, assistant to the 
President for economic affairs, 
estimated here this week that we’ll 
need to make IO million new jobs by 
1980. 
If the capital isn’t there — from the 
savings of individuals, from the big 
financial institutions such as insurance 
companies and pension funds, and 
from foreign investment, then the jobs 
can’t be created. 
The darkest specter out ahead is the 
federal deficit, whose financing takes 
precedence over that of private enter­ 
prise. Can the credit markets ac­ 
commodate huge federal deficits?

Speaking Of Your Health

When is it necessary to reduce the 
amount of salt in the diet? 
Mr. J. M., Wash. 
Dear Mr. M.: 
In some forms of heart disease, high 
blood pressure and kidney disorders a 
low salt, or low sodium, diet is 
suggested. 
Salt is sodium chloride. It is the 
sodium factor that has a tendency to 
retain fluid in the body. 
Many people who are on a salt-free 
diet may overlook the fact that baking 
soda, 
carbonated 
drinks, 
some 
laxatives and many processed foods 
contain sodium. Consequently, their 
attempts to limit their salt intake can 
be cancelled out by these hiddiiT 
sources of salt. 


I once read the X-rays are used to 
get rid of superfluous hair on the face. 
Where can I find such a treatment? 
Miss K. E. E., rn. 
Dear Miss E.: 
Stop looking. About 50 years ago, 
long before the knowledge of X-rays 
was advanced, they were used as a 
method of “epilation” for the removal 
of excess hair. 


Unfortunately, many people exposer 
to this process developed cancer of the 
skin of the face. Marked scarring 
occurred, too. 
This unsafe method has been totally 
discarded. The simple, safe method of 
electrolysis will help you with your 
problem. 


Can calcium deposits in the shoulder 
be removed without surgery? 
Mr. H. B.,Ga. 
Dear Mr. B.: 
Calcium deposits in the fluid of the 
bursa, or sac, of the shoulder joint are 
the 
result of some inflammation or 
irritation. 
Bursitis is a 
very 
painful 
in­ 
flammation which often is associated 
with calcium deposits. Uric acid 
(which is not as readily recognized by 
X-rays) also can cause painful motion 
of the shoulder. 
Not all calcium deposits demand 
surgery. Sometimes calcium can be 
broken 
up 
by 
injections 
of 
the 
anesthetic, procaine, and with cor­ 
tisone. 
With rest and treatment the calcium 
is usually absorbed.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)— There s a 
hubbub in the 111th General Assembly 
over public utility rates, but nothing is 
likely to emerge that's going to ease 
the early pangs of this year’s air 
conditioning season. 
It’s still going to cost you from 17 to 
34 per cent more this spring to turn on 
that air conditioning. 
Something like 20 bills proposing to 
regulate utilities are up for con­ 


sideration in the legislature, in 
response to outcries of outrage from 
Ohio 
residents, 
but 
while 
the 
lawmakers take a look at the situation 
the following comparative electric 
basic rates based on a year-round av­ 
erage usage of 500 kilowatt hours a 
month prevail: 
Toledo Edison, $15 this time in 1974, 
$19 this spring, an increase of 21 per 
cent. 


The Public 
Investigator 


The Investigator questioned the utility companies in Circleville and 
Pickaway County concerning increased costs of their commodities and the 
reasons for the increases. Here are the answers from Consumers Water Co. 
which services Logan Elm Village. 


(QI Approximately how many customers do you service in Circleville and 
Pickaway County? 


(A) Consumers Water Company serves approximately 250 residential and 
commercial customers with water and wastewater service. 


(Q) What are your present rates to individuals and how much have the 
rates increased inthe past year? Six Months0 Three months? 


(A) The present rates are as follows: Water service of 0 to 6,000 gallons in 
one month costs $6.90; the next 14,000 gallons at 50 cents; and all over 20,000 
gallons in one month at 30 cents. 
The sewage rate is based on water usage. Service from 0 to 6,000 gallons is 
$3; the next 14,000 gallons at 20 cents a thousand; and all over 20,000 gallons 
at 15 cents a thousand. 
Consumers retail rate has not increased during the past year. However, it 
is anticipated that a rate increase will be applied in the very near future. 


(Q) Do you have any extra charges such as installation costs or deposits0 


(A) Consumers Water Co. has a capacity charge for all customers who use 
larger than *4 inch.

House Panel Backs Drug Bill 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — An 
omnibus bill that requires judges to 
mete out harsh jail sentences for 
serious drug law offenders has been 
recommended for passage by the 
House Judiciary Committee. 
The 11-5 vote came late Tuesday 
after a series of amendments, but it 
retained non-probationable sentences 
for those who corrupt minors, traffick 
in drugs, engage in sale of drugs in 
bulk, or finance drug operations. 
Atty. Gen. William J. Brown sub­ 
mitted the bill to the legislature this 
year for the second time. It was ap­ 
proved last year by the House, but died 
in the Senate after reaching that 
chamber late in the session. 
In other major action Tuesday: 
—The Senate approved 32-0 and sent 
the House a bill by Sen. Marigene 
Valiquette, D-ll Toledo, protecting 
rape victims against courtroom 
abuses and making other significant 
changes in Ohio’s rape statutes. That 
measure also was requested by the 
attorney general. 
—The Senate Judiciary Committee 
recommended passage 7-0 of a 
“sunshine” law that requires govern­ 
mental agencies at the state and local 
level to conduct their business in open 


m eetings. Certain exceptions are 
made, including one that permits 
executive sessions of the state parole 
board. 
—A House insurance subcommittee 
plunged into a long list of suggested 
amendments to a bill that seeks to 
assure medical malpractice insurance 
coverage for Ohio’s embattled hos­ 
pitals, physicians, and surgeons. 
Chairman Ronald H. Weyandt, D43 
Akron, said he expects the sub­ 
committee to have a new draft of the 
legislation ready Thursday. 
—The Senate Rules Committee 
scheduled a floor vote Thursday on a 
measure that establishes collective 
bargaining procedures for public 
employes. The same bill repeals the 
strike-banning Ferguson Act, except 
for police, firemen, and guards at state 
institutions. 
Rep. Arthur Wilkowski, EM6 Toledo, 
is sponsor of the drug control bill, 
beefed up slightly by the judiciary 
committee with regard to penalties for 
marijuana. When it came out of a 
subcommittee earlier this month, it 
made possession of less than 200 grams 
(about seven ounces) a minor mis­ 
demeanor punishable by a fine of up to 
$100. 


As now amended, that penalty ap­ 
plies to those caught in possession of 
less than IOO grams. The penalty for 
first time possession of IOO to 200 
grams would be a fourth degree 
misdemeanor, punishable by 30 days 
and a fine of $250. 
A second offense of having between 
IOO and 200 grams would be a third 
degree misdemeanor, subject to 60 
days and $500.

Jobless Rate 
Shows Drop 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — For the 
fourth consecutive week, the number 
of persons continually claiming 
unemployment compensation in Ohio 
dropped as of May IO, the Ohio Bureau 
of Employment of Services said 
Wednesday. 
The mum ber of persons collecting 
insurance for one week or more was at 
231,582 as of May IO with an estimation 
that the number would decrease again 
to 225,500 in the next week. 
Initial claims were down to 19,723 as 
of May 17, the second week of a drop. 
The week before, claims were 21,060 
and two weeks earlier 24,532 applied 
for benefits. That compares to an 
average 8,725 claims in May 1974. 
In the eight largest counties, 9,468 
persons asked for unemployment 
compensation for the first time and in 
the other 80 counties, 10,255 applied for 
first benefits. 
Benefits for continuing claims are 
running about three times the number 
of a similar period in the previous year 
when 76, 863 received compensation.

NATO M inisters 
Open 2-Day M eet 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (AP) — 
Defense ministers of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization begin a 
two-day meeting today to discuss 
proposals for more allied cooperation 
in weapons production. 


Concern for the alliance’s weakened 
position in southern Europe hung over 
the sessions. 


The two-day meeting of NATO’s 
Defense Planning Committee opens 
the alliance’s annual spring round of 
ministerial conferences that this year 
culminate in a summit meeting May 
29-30 attended by President Ford and 
the all the other heads of government 
except French President Valery Gis- 
card d’Estaing. 
Much of the defense ministers’ time 
was to be spent on proposals for in­ 
creasing the standardization of 
weapons 
and 
allocating 
arms 
production among the 
alliance 
members so as to keep the nations’ 
arms industries solvent. 
The NATO staff also prepared a 
confidential outline of the situation in 
Portugal, Spain, Italy, Greece, Turkey 
and other Mediterranean areas, as it 


has developed in the last 18 months. 
Defense planners called the effect 
worrying . 
‘‘It would be idle to deny that the 
NATO position is weaker than it was a 
year ago,” said Adm. Sir Peter Hill- 
Norton, chairman of the NATO 
military committee. 
He said that Turkey had been hit by 
the U.S. arms embargo. Italy has 
reduced the number of its troops and 
their readiness to fight. Greece has 
announced that it wants to withdraw 
from NATO military commands. And 
Portugal’s military government is now 
dominated by leftists who openly favor 
the Portuguese Communist party. 
But Hill-Norton also took an op­ 
timistic view of some aspects of the 
situation. 
Portugal is still cooperating with the 
alliance. France has moved a sub­ 
stantial number of naval vessels into 
the Mediterranean, even though not 
under NATO command. Negotiations 
on the removal of Greek forces from 
NATO commands has not yet begun. 
An additional $54 million has been 
allocated to the Italian navy despite 
Italy’s acute economic crisis.

Expect Moynihan 
To Enliven U.N. 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) - 
Diplomats predict that the arrival of 
Harvard professor Daniel Patrick 
Moynihan as chief U.S. delegate to the 
United Nations will mean livelier 
debates and an end to the low profile 
the United States has recently 
maintained in the world organization. 
President Ford on Wednesday 
nominated Moynihan, 48, to replace 
former newsman John A. Scab, who 
had been the chief American delegate 
since 1973. 
Moynihan, a Democrat who was an 
adviser to President Nixon and then 
Nixon’s ambassador to India, is ex­ 
pected to arrive at U. N. headquarters 
about July I. The White House said 
Scab is being offered “another senior 
foreign pobcy position,” but Scab said 
he is also considering “several op­ 
portunities to return to private life.” 
“There’s no question that Moynihan 
wib cause some sparks to fly in the 
General Assembly, and it could be a 
good thing,” an Arab ambassador told 
a reporter. “Scab was careful not to 
offend, and that was a good thing, too, 


but there’s no question Moynihan is 
going to stimulate the Assembly by 
injecting some passion into the 
proceedings.” 
Moynihan proposed a new American 
attitude at the United Nations in an 
article “ The United States in 
Opposition” in the March issue of 
Commentary magazine. 
He said it was “a massive failure of 
American diplomacy” for the United 
States to acquiesce in or fab to 
challenge arguments of the new 
nations with which it disagreed. 
He said new nations should be 
treated as equals. That means, he said, 
that the United States should go into 
vigorous opposition and argue its own 
principles 
“ directly, 
loudly, 
forcefully” at international forums. 
It is unlikely that Moynihan can 
speak out any more forcefuby than 
Scab did in what turned out to be a 
fareweb speech to the General Assem­ 
bly. In an address last December, he 
charged that the assembly had come 
under a “tyranny of the majority” and 
was adopting unrealistic resolutions

Animal Case 
Settled 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The first 
case by the Agriculture Department 
against animal exhibitors was settled 
Wednesday with the issuance of a 
cease and desist order against a Man­ 
tua, Ohio, couple. 
An administrative law judge said 
under the order that Mr. and Mrs. Pat 
J. Cambio neither admitted nor denied 
the charges made against them in 
March. The department charged that 
they kept bons, leopards, coyotes and 
wolves under unsanitary conditions in 
poorly constructed cages. 


Officials of the Animal and Plant 
Health Inspection Service said that the 
order requires the Camibos to house 
animals in sound facbities that wib 
properly confine them, protect them 
from injury and provide adequate 
freedom of movement. 
The 
order, 
which carries 
a 
maximum civil penalty of $500 a day 
for any violation, also requires them to 
dispose of animal and food wastes, 
bedding, trash and debris. 
A spokesman said other charges 
have been brought under the Animal 
Welfare Act but this was the first case 
against animal exhibitors. The act, 
signed into law in December 1970, sets 
federal standards for the care and 
comfort of animals.

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Ohio Malpractice Bill Introduced 


CO LUM BUS, Ohio (A F ) - A 
m edical m alpractice reform b ill 
drafted by the Ohio Bar Association, 
sim ilar to a pending bill but without a 
restriction on lawyers’ fees, was in­ 
troduced in the Senate Wednesday. 
The proposed law was approved by 
the bar in its annual meeting May 9. It 
has bipartisan sponsorship by six 
senators, four of them lawyers. 
The bill includes a joint underwriting 
pool to assure malpractice insurance 
is available to doctors. 
It also establishes mandatory ar­ 
bitration before trial to screen out 
unwarranted suits and to facilitate 
settlements. 
Both items are included in a bill 
proposed by Insurance Director Harry 
V. Jump. But the bill also deals with 
what bar association 
President 
W illiam L. Howland called “ the pit­ 
falls of other measures.” 
Howland identified the pitfalls as the 
regulation of lawyers’ fees and a 
requirement that all malpractice suits 


be heard in the state Court of Claims, 
which now hears lawsuits against the 
state. 
“ The obvious purpose of regulating 
lawyers’ fees is to discourage lawyers 
from handling cases, which would 
eliminate an injured person’s right to 
compensation,” Howland said. 
“ It is probably true that if rights to 
sue are eliminated, then the doctor’s 
insurance premium may be lower-but 
that has absolutely nothing to do with 
whether there is an injury and whether 
it was caused by negligence,’’ 
Howland said. 
The bill pending in the House would 
regulate fees lawyers receive under 
the “ contingency fee” system. Under 
that system, a lawyer receives nothing 
if he loses the case and a set per­ 
centage, usually one-third, if he wins. 
The bar association, in a statement 
supporting its b ill, rejected the 
argument that the contingency fee 
system raises the price of malpractice 
insurance. 


The bar said federal studies have 
shown the average malpractice case 
takes 440 hours of preparation by the 
lawyer. At a rate of $20 per hour, the 
bar said, that is $8,800, which, without 
the contingency fee system, would 
have to be paid by the client at the 
hourly rate. 
“ Without the contingency fee con­ 
cept, only the very wealthy could af­

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Shortened School Week Successful 


CIMARRON, N M. (AP) - A four- 
day school week here has eliminated 
Monday morning blues for students 
and teachers, and almost everyone 
likes it enough to want it continued. 
“The kids like it. You bet they do,” 
said Jack Martin, principal of 
Cimarron High School in northeast 
New Mexico. “But we sent out 
questionnaires to students, teachers 
and parents to find out exactly how 
everybody feels about it.” 
Cimarron School District Supt. Joe 
Pompeo Jr. said teachers, counselors 
and principals in the district were 
unanimously in favor of retaining the 


four-day week. Of 380 students sur­ 
veyed, Pompeo said only 14 were 
against it. 
Parents have until Friday to express 
their preference for next year. If 
parents approve the four-day week — 
and Pompeo said he believed most will 
— the next step is to get approval from 
the state Department of Education. 
“I don’t really see any serious 
problems,” he said. 
The 435-student district went to the 
four-day week on a temporary basis in 
January 1974 because of fuel shortages 
and costs. “It was either that or close 
the schools in the winter months,” 


Pompeo said. * 
Reaction was so favorable, the 
district adopted the four-day week for 
the current school year. 
Students on the four-day system put 
in about the same number of hours at 
school each semester by staying 55 
minutes longer each day Tuesday 
through Friday. They don’t go to 
school Mondays. 
District and state Department of 
Education officials said the four-day 
week has drawn inquiries from school 
districts in other states and from 
Canada. Pompeo says he recommends 
that other districts try the abbreviated 


school week. 
“My response is based on teachers 
and children,” he said. “When you 
have the kind of margin in favor of it 
that we have, it’s not based just on stu­ 
dents wanting to get out of school.”

High Court Upholds 
Search By Poiice

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
Supreme Court ruled Wednesday that 
Toledo police did not conduct an illegal 
search when they opened a suitcase 
suspected of containing a bomb and 
found instead more than $2 million in 
heroin and cocaine. 
The court in a 5-2 decision said the 
police were within their rights when 
they helped Penn Central railroad 
police open the suitcase, which was 
checked in a Penn Central parcel 
room. 
But the minority justices said the 
decision “ inevitably reduces the 
security of every person’s property 
and effects against unconstitutional 
police intrusion.” 
The decision affirms the convictions 
of Alan Murray Morris and Harold 
Michael McSpadden, two of four men 
arrested after police staked out the 
railroad station and waited for the bag 
to be claimed. 
The suitcase was checked in the 
parcel room in October, 1971. Penn 
Central employes said they became 
suspicious of it because of its weight 
and because of an unusual rustling 
sound from its interior. 
They called railroad security of­ 
ficers, who in turn called Toledo 
police, in order to check the bag for a 
bomb. 
When the bag was opened, it 
revealed ll bags of heroin and one of 
cocaine. Attorneys later estimated its 
street values at between $2 million and 
$10 million. 
Judge J .J .P. Corrigan, in the 
majority opinion, said police did not 
conduct an illegal search in assisting 
the Penn Central officers. Judge Corri­ 
gan noted that the court must protect 
against illegal searches, but added: 
“With equal solicitude, the courts 
should resist at the beginnings en­ 
croachments on the rights of citizens to 
enjoy domestic tranquility free from 
the vicious outlawry of the purveyors 
of hard drugs. 
“ This suitcase of heroin and 
cocaine...marked the beginnings of the 
paths of distribution by pushers and 
peddlers of these ruinous contrabands, 
devastating lives of children, families 
and homes by catering to and en­ 
couraging 
human 
frailty 
and 
weakness,” the judge said. 
But Judge Leonard J. Stern, writing 
for the minority, said the police in­ 
tended to search the suitcase and 
therefore should have obtained a 
search warrant. 
“By the majority’s decision, it is 
difficult to avoid the conclusion that 
the police are now at liberty to open 


anyone’s baggage upon the request of 
any private citizen, without the need to 
justify the search before an in­ 
dependent magistrate,” Stem said.

Buyers Flock To NFO Sale

The prices weren’t dirt cheap, but 
they were competitive at Pickaway 
County’s first National Farm ers’ 
Organization Beef and Cheese Sale 
Wednesday in Circleville. 
And it was for a good cause as the 
NFO is gradually attempting to 
eliminate excessive middlemen profits 
by bringing their product directly to 
the consumer in the form of the old­ 
fashioned 
farm ers’ 
markets 
throughout the state. 
Merchandise for sale, items that 
bypassed normal retail channels, 
included five tons of cheese (Swiss 
from Ohio, cheddar from Kentucky, 
and Colby from Wisconsin), 20 gallons 
of maple syrup from Vermont, 5,000 
pounds of Maine potatoes, Navy beans 
from Michigan, and Ohio beef that was 
ground and processed in Covington, 
Ky. 
Persons could order the beef for 
delivery in about a week. 
“We offer a quality product at a 
reasonable price,” said Pickaway 


County NFO member Joe Carle, Route 
2, Williamsport, who directed the local 
sale with Tom Conrad of New Holland 
and other local NFO members. 
"The sale is actually an NFO effort 
to move our product to the consumer at 
a reasonable price,” Carle said. 
In effect, the consumer gets a good, 
quality product and the NFO gets its 
message to retailers that it is 
dissatisfied with the prices being of­ 
fered. 
Consumers appear to be receptive to 
the NFO’s method of dramatizing the 
farmer-to-retailer price spread, ac­ 
cording to Carle, who believes the NFO 
sales “have made a difference” in 
equalizing the profits. 
The first “Protest The Spread” sale 
was held in Columbus Feb. I and 800 
bags of potatoes were sold in an hour 
and IO minutes, he said. The ground 
beef sale began in Ohio March I. 
Since the NFO is a national group, 
similar sales are also in progress 
across the nation. 
lx>cal groups try to help NFO groups 
in other areas by selling their

products, hence the wide range of 
merchandise offered. 
Pickaway County’s main interest is 
the beef, and while farmers would like 
to promote the use of their product 
instead of imported beef, their 
primary goal is to implement con­ 
tracts with retailers that would be 
based on the cost of production plus a 
fair profit margin. 
So far, the protest appears to be 
working in that it is lowering retail 
prices, the NFO members say. Ground 
beef was selling at $1.19 a pound at the 
beginning of the year, and now it is 
available in supermarkets for about 89 
cents a pound. 
But that is not the real issue. 
NFO members are asking no more 
for their products than the cost of 
production, plus a reasonable profit for 
their labor. 
While Carle could not say when the 
NFO sale would be continued in 
Pickaway County, he mentioned that 
sales are usually held about every two 
weeks in an area.

“One is that the job will be 
more challenging and more 
exciting,” says the New York 
City native. “I think the CBS 
schedules are in excellent 
shape now and there really 
isn’t anything more for me to 
do here. And financially, it 
was a much better op­ 
portunity for me at ABC. It’s 
a combination of the two. All 
good things have to come to 
an end and I think that 
fulfillment becomes a very 
important part of one’s job.” 
Silverman, CBS’ top vice 
president for programs since 
June 1970, was partly respon­ 
sible for getting the hit shows 
“Mary Tyler Moore,” “All in 
the Family” and “M-A-S-H” 
on CBS in recent years. 
His career has been mete­ 
oric. After graduation from 
Syracuse University

worked for WGN-TV in 
Chicago. 
He later joined WPIX-TV 
here as an executive, only to 
be hired six weeks later, at 
age 25, as CBS’ daytime 
programs director.

months, but they didn’t turn 
serious until the networks’ 
1975-76 evening schedules 
networks were finished. 
He said he told Robert D.

“We’re very close per­ 
sonally, and he wished me all 
the best,” Silverman said. “I 
think he was surprised and 
sorry because we’d been a 
pretty good team. And it has 
been a team, you can be 
certain.”

Big Job Measures 
In June Session

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - When 
Congress reconvenes June 2 after a 10- 
day Memorial Day recess, the 
lawmakers will face a wide array of 
legislation designed to assist the 
unemployed by providing jobs and 
more jobless benefits. 
The Senate in particular will be 
faced with two major programs that 
were passed by large margins in the 
House this week. 
In one instance, a $6 billion plan to 
extend and expand two temporary 
program s of federally financed 
benefits for the unemployed was ap­ 
proved 381 to 8 Wednesday night by the 
House. The legislation, supported by 
the 
Ford 
adm inistration, 
acknowledges the persistence of high 
unemployment and extends into next 
year two program s created last 
December and earlier this year. 
—An existing 26-week program of 
federal supplemental benefits would 
be extended through mid-1976 when the 
maximum would be reduced to 13 
weeks for the rest of 1976. The present 
law expires June 30. 
The program also would continue an 
extra 13 weeks of federal jobless 
benefits for those out of work in hard­ 
core jobless areas, bringing coverage 
to 65 weeks, including other state and 
federal programs. 
—Another 
existing 
program 
providing jobless benefits for persons 
not covered by unemployment in­ 
surance also would be extended 
through mid-1976, and the maximum 
number of weeks of federally financed 
benefits would be boosted from 26 to 39 
weeks. Present law expires Dec. 31. 
The estimated 12 million persons 
without coverage are mainly farm 
workers, household workers and state 
and local government employes. 
The House-passed bill also would 
deny jobless aid in the case of 
educational employes in the period 
between school terms or academic 
years if those employes have contracts 
for both terms or years. 
The second major program facing 
the Senate authorizes $5 billion for 
state and local public works projects 


and would provide IOO per cent federal 
funding when work could begin 90 days 
after project approval. 
This bill, sent to the Senate on 
Tuesday by a 313-86 vote, is opposed by 
the Ford administration which argues 
the program would aggravate inflation 
because the economy already is im­ 
proving. 
Supporters of that bill say the con­ 
struction industry has been par­ 
ticularly hard hit and that the jobless 
rate in the building trades exceeds 18 
per cent, compared with an 8.9 per 
cent national jobless rate. Backers 
claim the bill would provide 250,000 
construction jobs. 
Meanwhile, the Labor Department 
reported Wednesday that new claims 
of unemployment insurance benefits 
rose by 12,300 in the week ending May 
IO. But the total number of Americans 
getting unemployment compensation 
declined by 28,500 to 6,257,100 in the 
week ending May 3, the latest week for 
which those figures are available.

House. 
It was said that she kept the 
hideaway office like a shrine until 
February when Nixon’s old office was 
closed and Miss Woods moved across 
Lafayete Square to another building. 
“Rose left his half-smoked cigar in 
the ashtray, his glasses on his desk and 
his wastebasket half-filled.
